Too, there was the task we set ourselves of procuring some slides good enough to 
use for color plates. This, we thought, would be easy so we got at it at once, only to 
find that it wasn’t so easy to satisfy the printer after all. So before the season was over 
it was one of those things where everybody got in on the act including visitors and even 
a few local professionals. Finally a few slides were decided upon and while we haven’t 
as yet seen them we hope the resultant plates turn out well and that you enjoy them. 

Last, but certainly not least was the replanting we did last season. For those of 
you who can visit us this year—and I hope there will be more than ever, we have pre- 
pared some interesting new exhibits. One part of the garden we converted into hillside 
terraces, one terrace being given over to the work of each hybridizer. For example, on 
one you will find the complete work of Mrs. Whiting, on another that of Henry Sass. 
There is a terrace each for the work of Robert Schreiner, Fred DeForest, David Hall, 
Tell Muhlestein and one for the work of each of the other major hybridists. Other 
terraces are composites of the work of many of the newer hybridizers. While as a whole 
this project is not yet complete, many of the individual terraces are, even to their 
containing future introductions and guest seedlings. 

Among the things we hope to show are the lovely new; 1952 series from Henry 
Sass, many new Whiting varieties, Tell Muhlestein’s new pinks and orange seedlings 
from the pink lines, Judge Guy Rogers’ lovely white Senorita Ilsa and many more as 
well as several thousand of our own new seedlings and selections. 

As to this year’s catalogue, we are making several*changes beside that of adding 
some color plates. We are using a new’type print as well as a different type of paper 
and we think you will,like the new combination. Due to requests We are inserting the 
parentage of all ‘varieties listed and the whole of the article on Hybridizine Hints is 
being reprinted as~fequests have now exceeded our supply of excess 51 and 52 cata- 
logues. Since I now have the aid of a brother in the business I hope to be able to be of 
more help to you than in the past in adding anything I can to your own breeding plans 
or work, so please feel free to ask what you like for your letters will be welcome.

A dark cardinal or near crimson, this pure red self 
is one of the cleanest and smoothest iris we have produced. The color extends com- 
pletely into the depths of the throat and a dark reddish brown beard adds to its rich- 
ness. The excellently formed flowers have broad rounded petals with flaring falls and 
domed standards. The substance is very heavy and the finish smooth and velvety. In 
three years of observation we have seen this iris take anything the weather has had 
to offer without wilting, fading or burning. While it is not a tall iris, seldom exceeding 
thirty-six inches, it has strong excellently branched stalks and good placement with 
many buds. This was a favorite with visitors and judges at the 1950 Convention, 
receiving 33 votes for its award of High Commendation under its number and we 
believe it to be the reddest iris to date.

The lovely flaring form and ruffling ‘of Ebony Echo has been retained 
with added size. Manana has, in turn..given more brilliance to the red coloring afd 
complete cleanness to the hafts. The flower has the same heavy substance as both 
parents with their non-burning qualities and the finish is rich and glossy with some 
of the same carmine black overtones common to Ebony Echo. Growth is good and the 
plants have rich dark green foliage and strong well branched stalks with many buds. 
One of our favorites, we feel that this is a truly outstanding iris and that it was indeed 
a Great Day when we found: this among our seedlings. Received an award of High 
Commendation by the A. |.

A beautiful new iris that probably should be 
classed as a blend. However the blending is so smoothly done that it appearsto be a 
self of richest golden buff or apricot. A truly luscious color, the beauty of this?.is 
enhanced by its heavy substance and a finish which is so rich and sparkling it givés 
a shimmering jewell like effect to the whole flower. Excellently formed, the blooms 
are large with.broad domed ‘standards and full semi-flaring falls with ruffled edges. 
Placement is good, on strong well branched stalks.

HAPPY HEART (Tompkins 1953) M.L. 40 in. A beautifully formed iris of deep golden yellow. 
As deep in color as any we have seen, this has the added attributes of being a rapid 
grower and a profuse bloomer. The flowers are very large with broad ruffled petals 
and a rich velvety finish. Standards are well domed and the falls are just flaring 
enough to give good form to. so much ruffling. A single rhizome will quite often 
produce up to three bioom stalks as well as several new rhizomes. The plants have 
clean, bright green foliage and produce strong, very well branched: stalks. This gives 
promise of being an excellent parent for several breeding lines such as blends, reds, 
pinks and yellows.

Using the Dictionary of Color we found the basic ground color 
to be very close to golden chamois and the blended over tones a wash of apple 
blossom and coral. These colors give the unusual effect as of lavender pink and 
orange coral smoothly mixed and brightened from within by glittering gold. The 
flowers are very large with extremely broad, full fashioned petals of heavy substance 
and sleek finish. The stalks are strong with good branching and placement. This was 
so different and appealing, that | just couldn’t resist temptation.

A deep mahogany blend that received 
an H. C. in our garden in 1951 and which attracted much attention and favorable 
comment again last year, both here and in the Jamison Harrison garden in the Boston 
area. From our Prairie Fire x Garden Glory, this emerged with a style, personality 
and coloring all its own. The medium large flowers are very beautifully formed with 
heavy substance and velvety, ruffled petals. The standards are glowing red brown 
with a smokey undertone and the falls are of rich chocolate red or mahogany. The 
flowers are beautifully displayed on tall, strong, very well branched stalks. | believe 
this should prove to be a fine parent, not only because of its rich coloring, cleanness 
and beautiful form, but also because of its stalks and branching. As many of you will 
probably recall, Far West had very nearly perfect branching on tall strong stalks.

A full, glowing orange yellow beard adds to the golden throat and gives the whole 
flower the appearance of being actually lighted from within. The standards are 
ruffled and nicely domed and the falls are extremely broad with the same delightful 
ruffling. Substance is heavy and the finish is rich and velvety. A good grower with 
strong, nicely branched stalks.

The ground color is deep creamy 
ivory and it has a broad border of rich red brown so heavily sanded that it is very 
nearly a solid edging. The plants are robust and produce strong well branched stalks.

The flowers are quite large, with broad heavily 
substanced petals and excellent form. The color is a rich medium pink that is bright- 
ened by a full pink beard. Plants are very hardy and produce strong excellently 
branched stalks. Named in honor of Mrs. Jacob Sass, we feel the Sass family couldn’t 
have chosen a lovelier iris for the purpose.

This year sees the entry of four new varieties into the parade. Each one is distinctly 
different from any other member of the other paraders. Three of these are part onco and 
aside from their beauty should prove well worth while as breeders. Since stock of these 
is none too plentiful, | should like to advise those of you who keep up with the parade 
from year to year, to order early. 


ANGEL FACE (Tompkins 1953) E.L. 36 in. This is one of the most charming and appealing 
plicatas we have ever grown. It is very floriferous, producing a number of stalks to 
each rhizome with many branches and an extremely large number of buds, making 
it one of the most lasting iris in the garden. The flowers are only of medium size but 
have a gay, crisply flaring form and there are usually four to five open at once on 
each stalk. The ground color is pure white and the border is a heavy stitching and 
sanding of bright rose. Very hardy and quite rapid of increase.

CARRIBEAN SKY (Tompkins 1953) M. 36 in. One of the most brilliant blues we have grown, 
this has the added attraction of an equally brilliant blue beard. The flowers are large 
with excellent form, heavy substance and sleek glistening finish. The one fault this 
might be said to have is that quite often the stalks produce but two branches, probably 
due to its heritage of onco blood. However due to its brilliant coloring it is quite 
wo while for its garden value alone, not to mention its excellent breeding possi- 

ilities.

LUNAR MIST (Tompkins 1953) M.L. 36 in. Another new and unusual iris from an onco-bred 
and tall bearded line. A distinct novelty, this is still a very lovely flower and one we 
have found invaluable for arrangements. We are also expecting it to prove equally 
valuable as a parent due to its blood lines. The flowers are very large and of a most 
unusual shade of greenish yellow or amber with a lavender blue flush over the falls. 
The blue flush is almost a powdered on overlay and a few near invisible stitchings. 
and veinings are present on the falls. The substance is heavy and it has a smooth 
finish. Plants are very hardy and increase rapidly producing strong, nicely branched 
stalks. This has podded quite readily to both plicatas and amoenas as well as to other 
hybrids such as Prairie Dawn and Capitola.

PRAIRIE DAWN (Tompkins 1953) M.L. 38 in. A lovely and luscious blend of pale gold and 
flesh pink, this is a hybrid from Elmohr x Honeyflow. The flowers are beautiful of 
form with extra heavy substance and sleek glistening finish. All petals are broad and 
have delightfully waved edges. While the flowers carry none of the Mohr character- 
istics, the foliage is identical to that of the larger Mohr hybrids such as Elmohr and 
Lady Mohr. We look for this to be of immense value as a parent as it is fertile either 
way and has the most fertile pollen we have ever used.

Hybridizing Hints for Beginners 


First of all, in giving out with the following 
notes and ideas, I must stress the fact that they 
are just that—‘Notes and Ideas.’ My likes 
and dislikes as to varieties and my ideas on 
hybridizing are things that may appear to be 
fine to me, but might seem of no value to 
someone else. Truthfully, one could write sev- 
eral books on “What I don’t know about 
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Genetics, Chromosome counts, ete.,’ so I am 
not by any means setting myself up as an 
authority on hybridizing. Iris fans of long 


standing will of course know all about ‘‘Cross- 
ing’ but I hope the following notes will be of 
benefit to all of you brand new initiates to 
Irisdom. 
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First, decide what color you are going to 
strive for and then choose the best parents 
possible. Should you be working for blue, select 
the very bluest you have as parents and if they 
should have the other qualities you want such 
as form, substance, texture and size of flower, 
so much the better, for these things as well as 
stalk and branching should certainly not be 
overlooked. After you pass the novice or begin- 
ners stage you will become acquainted with 
many more varieties than you probably have 
at present. Then you will be able to check the 


ancestry of the iris you plan to use as ‘‘Pa- 
rents’? and know whether the particular traits 


you desire in the seedlings are dominant enough 
in the parent to give you a high percentage of 
the type you are striving for or possibly the 
“ONE” you most want. 

Now for the technique of crossing. You will 
find that each flower has six petals. The three 
that extend out and downward are the Falls. 
And the three that are held upright are known 
as Standards. Peeping out 
from between each standard 
you will find a heavy, curved, 
near petal called the style or 
style arm. These usually have 
flaring, frilled ‘“‘V” shaped tips 
that face out and up. Just 
where they spread back you 
will find a small lip or separ- 
ation on the underside. This 
is the Stigma and it is on this 
Stigma that the pollen must 
be applied. By taking the tip 
of the Style in your fingers 
and gently curving it back you 
will cause the lip or Stigma to 
open wide making application 
of the pollen very easy. On a 
freshly opened flower you will 
find the surface of the Stigma 
to be porous and moist looking 
and as long as it stays in this 
condition you may be reason- 
ably sure of a “take” when 
you make your cross. As the 
flower ages the moistness of 
the Stigma gives way to a 
hard, satiny look and its re- 
ceptiveness to pollen is then 2: 
poor. Now as to the pollen. = 
This will be found on the un- 
derside of the style as the 
stamen curves right with the 
style and is held very snugly 
against it with the pollen sac 
at its tip. The pollen sac may 
best be removed by inserting 
tweezers into the throat open- 
ing between the standards and 
gently removing the whole 
stamen or part of it. 

In pollenizing a flower, you 
may do so successfully by ap- 
plying the pollen to either one 


or all of the stigmas. I have 
had an equal amount of suc- 
cess either way. However, my records do 


show that in crosses made using but one stigma, 
$2 per cent of the pods have had a much small- 
er amount of seed than the pods set by using 
all three stigmas. Therefore in working with 
difficult parents or in making special crosses 
I always apply pollen to all three. 

Pollen may be kept for as long as three weeks 
and still be usuable. There are a number of 
Ways in which you can store it. Small bottles, 
capsules, boxes and folded papers or envelopes 
are all satisfactory. For my own use I prefer 
envelopes though. I do not use many of these 
as I do try to use fresh pollen when it is 
possible. 

After making the cross, be sure and tag it 
properly. I use small Dennison marking tags, 
as I find it easy to get the string around the 
stem of the flower and draw the tag through. 
On the tag I write only the name of the pollen 
parent as I have found that writing the whole 
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eross will some times lead to confusion if part 
of it should fade out and since the pou parent 
is always either numbered or named I will know 
that the one name on the tag is the pollen 
parent then. 


In recording the cross in your notebook I 
would like to suggest that you alwavs record it 
“Pod” parent, crossed, ‘Pollen’ parent. I be- 
lieve this is usually done in most all hybridizing 
lines though I know of no rule against doing it 
the other way and know one or two hybridizers 
who do use the other way. But since the great 
majority use the pod pollen method of record- 
ing, the reverse method can be very confusing 
to your own records unless you remember to 
switch them around. 


ONCO AND RHGALIA HYBRID CROSSING 


In giving what information I can on crossing 
the various hybrids I will first take up the 


subject of pollen. I have found that the pollen 
very 


of most of these hybrids is difficult to

keep and that under most methods 


| of storing, 
it very soon becomes completely dry and sterile. 
After trying various ways, some of which would 


completely dry it and others which would 
make it too soggy I discovered that by placing 
only the pollen sacs themselves in the bottom 
of short wide mouthed jars, leaving them open 
and placing them on the floor in a cool corner 
of the basement they kept indefinitely in perfect 
condition. This method has enabled me to have 
plenty of valuable pollen from these early 
hybrids for use on much later tall bearded 
varieties. 

In pollenating and securing good takes on 
the various hybrids such as Wm. Mohr, etc., I 
had very little luck either with very fresh 
flowers or hand opened buds until I began to 
pollenate by pinching the sides of the style 
slightly together, thus opening the lip or stigma 
completely, then applying the pollen as heavy 
and as far back as possible on the stigma. 


Whether this actually helped in securing the 
“sets” may of course be questionable, but by 
doing this I haye had remarkably good luck for 
the past two years in making these difficult 
crosses. I might add that my reason for trying 
this was because I had noticed that in the case 
of most of the hybrids the stigma is usually 
quite large and it seems to me that the flower 
is hardly opened before the whole outer portion 
of the stigma becomes quite flaccid and there- 
fore possibly nonconductive to successful cross- 
ing. As to varieties that I have found best 
suited for crossing with the hybrids, I might 
name the following. White Waters which seems 
to be the easiest of all and which has set pods 
readily by any hybrid pollen from early Zwan- 
enberg up to the newest Craig hybrids. Purissi- 
ma seems to be another good pod parent for 
hybrids though I have been unable to grow it 
here. I have had good pods from Snow flurry, 
Chi Yun and other Purissima derivatives 
though. Blue Shimmer, Gloxinia, Stella Polaris, 
Galway Bay, Mt. Timp, Frosty Blue and Mul- 
berry Rose are all topnotch varieties for use 
as they are very easy to pod by any of the - 
hybrid, pollen—or have »been for, me.Hybrid + 
pellen’ is »very “fertile’,0n a ‘number- of the® 
flamingo or shell pinks, too. One seldom fails 
in’sbeing able to pod Overture, Pink Salmon 
and a, great many pink seedlings, especially 
those ‘derived from the David Hall line, are 
very easy to pod. I have had fair success with 
Flora Zenor but it is not as receptive as the 
others mentioned. 

As to podding the hybrids themselves, it is 
difficult to say what will or won’t prove a 
successful pollen parent, but I have found the 
most fertile pollen to be that from most any 
Aztec Copper derivative such as a number of 
the Kleimsorge blends or my own Honeyflow 
which seems to be the best I have found. Here 
again the shell pinks seem to work readily as 
Wm. Mohr seems to pod easily by use of Over- 
ture pollen. Plicatas, too, seem to work fairly 
well either as pod or pollen parent. In my own 
experience, Lady Mchr has been the easiest of 
any hybrid to pod and Capitola has had the 
most fertile hybrid pollen. 


PARENTS IN GENERAL 


I do.not believe that anyone can say which 
is the “Best” parent for any certain color and 
probably all of us who hybridize have certain 
varieties we like to use and which we think 
are. very good. Following is a list of varieties 
that I think should give good results in each 
given color line. 

PINK : SQ72 is already a proven parent and 
its offspring Pink Formal and Pink Tower are 
already well known and are proving fine breed- 
ers. Pink Tower producing some fine new things 
for me. All of the Hall pinks of course hold 
unlimited possibilities with Dolly Varden, Heri- 
tage and Hi-Time giving wonderful seedlings. 
Love Story with its smoothness and unexcelled 
form. is producing fine seedlings both as pod 
and pollen parent. Chiffon Pink is a very fine 
parent and the new Cloudcap should be ex- 
cellent as it has good branching, tall stalks and 
large flowers. Most of the pinks seem capable 
of producing an almost endless variety of colors 
from pure white through all the ranges of pink 
as well as apricot, orange, yellow and orchid 
colors. I have found that Pink Salmon, Salmon 
Shell, Tally Ho, Color Carnival and Apricot 
Supreme give the best range of colors with the 
highest percentage of good seedlings. Twilight 
Sky and Love Story have so far given the 
highest percentage of pure pinks. Of course 
there are a great many varieties that probably 
earry the gene for these pinks that haven’t as 
yet been tried. For instance my own results 
with Sharkskin which when crossed with SQ73 
produced a great many pinks. Many of these 
were quite off the Norm, being rich cream 
toned pinks of thick Magnolia like texture and 
often with yellow beards. Pathfinder is pro- 
‘ducing some fine things both for the Whitings 
and for myself, these are the largest and most 


full bodied flowers I have seen in pink and are 
very smooth. I do think that the pinks of today 
ean be placed in three classes. All of the above 
might be classed as translucent pinks and it 


seems to me that they very definitely show 
their relationship. The second class I would 


say to be the Sass pinks for they seem to be of 
a slightly different type the color smoothly 
infused in and enameled on. The two smoothest 
colored pinks I have seen to date being Sass 
48-196 and 50-227. Since these stem from Flora 
Zenor it seems that Flora should not be ignored 
as a parent. Among my own varieties Snow- 
blush is of this type and it is a direct child of 
Flora. These varieties seem to have a form of 
their own as well as a difference in color appli- 
eation. In this class too are both Pink Sails 
and Garnet Glow. They, too, stem from Dore 
as does Flora Zenor and seem to have the same 
color infusion and difference in form. In the 
third class I would place the Laphaimn pinks 
such as Faradise Pink. The Lapham pinks seem 
to have a still different application of coloring. 
On them the color seems to be very, very heay- 
ily Bpibare on and they have no translucent 


or transparent look nor an appearance of the 
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colder, being infused into the petals. 

I believe that if you will study these differ- 
ent. pinks you will be able to see this difference 
in color makeup and form and since each of the 
three 2 Ge of pinks have desirable character- 
istics of. their own I believe that a deliberate 
schedule, of inter-breeding of these lines will 
produce ifurther advancements. I feel that the 
pinks hold many other possibilities in breeding 
that as :yet haven’t been brought out. Many 
breeders;are working to get reds through the 
pinks and this I feel is highly possible. One 
that might well be used in this line is Garnet 
Glow. which is from two brown red blends but 
which is! itself deep garnet with a heavy red 
beard. There is still another field that might 
be tried’ with the pinks which may open up 
vast new color vistas and that is the use of the 
pinks in!amoena breeding. I have been combin- 
ing certain of the pinks such as Tally Ho, 
Color Carnival and some other bitoned pink 
seedlings with definite amoenas and neglectas 
such as Wabash, Extravagana, Three Cheers, 
Louise Blake and the other new type amoenas 
such as, Rhumba Rose, Pinnacle and Lamplit 
Hour. I believe this work will bring several new 
color types. More might be said about this work 
in another year. Real orange might well come 
through the pinks as highly orange tinted 
apricots quite often appear in the pinks and I 
have had one bicolor with orchid standards and 
pure orange falls. I understand Tell Muhlestein 
bloomed several orange seedlings from the pink 
lines last year so that goal may already be 
achieved. 


RED: There are many fine reds and all of 
them hold great potentialities. Since the follow- 
ing are: already established as being good 
parents you can’t go wrong on them. Redward, 
Garden Glory, Lights On, Captain Wells, C. 
Gersdorff, Diplay, Ranger. Red Valor and 
Action Front as well as others. My own best 
results have come from working along several 
lines. at times inbreeding and at times out- 
breeding or combining several different lines. 
I do consider some varieties unfailing parents 
for reds—vyarieties that are not themselves red. 
These are Casa Morena, Cape Bon and Jasper 
Agate. Rocket and Damascus. though orange, 
are both good parents for red. I would say it 
was the great predominance of red in the 
seedlings from Damascus that led to the breed- 
ing lines that have given me my present reds 
such as Aria, which is a sure fire parent. and 
Manana which is the parent of No. 50-90. 
Kwilsena, Apex. Bandit, Britannia, Caravan, 
Dark Fire and Ebony Echo are also producing 
fine clean seedlings in good red colors. These 
all involve Casa Morena, Cape Bon, Garden 
Glory, Jasper Agate, Redward. Damascus and 
Rocket in their ancestry and if you will follow 
the parentage through on each you will see 
where various lines have been brought together.

Of course there are numerous other ways in 
which one might achieve red. I am also trying 
to reach bright red by working through the 
deep flamingo and magenta red or purples with 
the red beards.

BLENDS Good parents here are too numerous 
to list but good seedlings from the following 
should be endless. Tobacco Road, Sultans Robe, 
Casa Morena, Melodist, Mirabelle, Veishea, 
Three Oaks, Gypsy Rose, Cape Bon, Lady Al- 
bright, Russet Wings, Miogem, Honeyflow, Ar- 
gus Pheasant, Pretty Quadroon, Copperclad, 
Arab Chief and many more both old and new. 


_ WHITES; There are now a number of very 
fine whites available in a wide price range, all 
of which seem to be fine parents. Among them 


are Katherine Fay, Cathedral Dome, White 
Goddess, Sharkskin, Snow Carnival, Snow 
Flurry, Chi Yun, Spanish Peaks and Lady 


Boscawen. Among good parents for icy or blue 
whites, I have found the following to be very 
good: White City, And Thou, White Wedge- 
wood, Mount Blane and White Waters. 


PLICATAS: This field is so large, possibili- 
ties endless and variations so great that almost 
any cross seems to give something lovely and 
unexpected. I feel that here you will be able to 
use almost any varieties and get something you 
will like. You may use direct plicata parents or 
any one of a vast number of varieties that are 
not plcatas but do carry plicata blood in their 
background. I have found that certain varieties 
do carry fine color and form into their seed- 
lings. Tiffanja, Ruth Pollock, Occidental, Rare, 
Marble, Bright Lights, Firecracker and Blue 
Shimmer all seem to carry fine form and color 
as should their descendents. Captivation is 
giving me an extremely high percentage of good 
seedlings. Older Tiffany seems to be behind a 
lot of fine new things some of the above in- 
cluded as well as the stunning Josephs Mantle, 
ue and Rich Raiment and others by Tom 

raig. 


BLUES: In this class we find Great Lakes 
still holding its own as a topnotch parent. We 
now have about all the ‘‘size’? we need and the 
battle for ‘color’ and ‘‘smoothness’’ seems to 
be on. Almost any blue listed should be inter- 
esting. I would say to select those that are 
best for color and those most free from veining 
except for the fact that many veined flowers 
such as Lake Shannon do not carry a lot of 
veining into the second generation so certainly 
some of them are good parents. Personally I 
consider Lake Shannon very blue as is Lake 
Huron, Stratosphere Blue, Cornflower and Blue 
Valley and many more. While these may be 
veined we will get a percentage of clean blues 
even the first generation so I would suggest 
working varieties such as these with clean un- 
veined varieties such as Cahokia, Blue Rhythm, 
Pierre Menard, Gloriole, Frosty Blue, Distance 
and others of that type. I have been working 
up a line from Narain which while an old 
variety is still one of the brightest blues in the 
garden and probably one that has been the 
least used as a parent. It has a quality in its 
coloring that fairly seems to shout at you, a 
quality which it seems to impart to its progeny. 
A blue bearded sister to Courtesy when crossed 
with a blue from Annabel and Narain, gave me 
a host of fine blues from which I have chosen 
Columbia for introduction. The whole cross 
produced blues with the same brilliance of 
Narain but with almost perfect blue color even 
to the beards. And while I have not done so, 
I should like to see crosses made with Narain 
involving other blues such as Cahokia, Helen 
McGregor, Great Lakes, Azure Skies, Gloriole, 
Chivalry, Windsor, Consolation and others in- 
cluding whites. Helen McGregor seems to be a 
fine parent as anyone who has seen Guy Rogers 
new Senorita Ilse and Lady Rogers, can testify. 
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They came from Helen McGregor as the pod 


parent with Sylvia Murray as pollen parent and 
both are as fine‘as anything I have ever seen. 
Galway Bay with its fine branching, excellent 
form and pure light coloring should be a fine 
parent, 7 * 


YELLOWS: We have many fine yellows to- 
day, but I can remember when Alta California 
and Happy Days were the high points of my 
garden; I can remember the thrill that was 
mine when I first saw Golden Spike and Spun 
Gold; I can remember the gasp that Gold 
Sovereign brought, so who knows what tomor- 
row will bring? If you are a beginner to hy- 
bridizing—don’t, as some wrote me, think that 
the ultimate has been reached in this class, the 
ultimate is never reached. There is no differ- 
ence between then and now as far as you are 
concerned—except you will be starting out with 
things like Gold Sovereign, Zantha, Ola Kala, 
Nova Grande and the like where we _ older 
hands started out with the aforementioned 
Alta California and Happy Days. Don’t worry 
about it, your tomorrows and tomorrows chil- 
dren will be different. If I were starting out 
from ‘“seratech,’”? which I always am, I think I 
would get a few different lines going. For 
smoothness and clarity of color I would use 
Zantha, Golden Eagle, Nova Grande, Golden 
Rule, Cloth of Gold and Guiding Star or Gold- 
beater, Golden Spike, Klondyke Gold and Late 
Sun. Besides smoothness these would hold for 
size. To step up brightness I would use Gold 
Sovereign, Lodestone, Damascus, Rocket, Orange 
Gem and such reds as Aria, Technicolor, and 
Quechee. Any number of combinations could be 
had with equally numerous results. 


LEMON YELLOW: There are in my estima- 
tion two different types of lemon yellows. There 
are those that stem directly from yellow breed- 
ing such as Admiration, Acadia, Katy and 
Guiding Star which is the best example of this 
type I have seen. These lemons might be called 
byproducts of yellow breeding but much might 
be done with them: I have segregated a num- 
ber of the type from yarious lines and plan on 
further work here. The other type of lemon 
yellow comes from plicata breeding and we have 
a number of them that can be worked with, 
from the old but still lovely Elsa Sass up to 
the new and stunning varieties such as Clear 
Sailing, Mattie Gates, Moonlight Mood and 
Belle Amie. These could be used with others of 
the type such as Leading Lady, Golden Fleece, 
Moonlight Madonna and Misty Gold. All of 
these are from plicata breeding with the pos- 
sible exception of Leading Lady and all have 
much white in their makeup. Interesting results 
should come from direct crossing of these pli- 
eata derivatives. However, the most interesting 
results will probably be obtained by using them 
with direct plicatas. 


BLACKS: I have done no great amount of 
work in this line but would suggest the use of 
Paul Cooks varieties such as Sable and Indiana 
Night as well as DeForests Envoy and Ebony 
Isle and Schreiners Black Forest. Storm King 
and its derivatives seem to be good. Dusky 
Night and Bbony Queen should be useful here 
as well as The Intruder. The newer Black Hills, 
Black Diamond, Black Satin and Sable Night 
should all be excellent. 


AMOENAS: In this class we have Wabash, 
Extravaganza, Louise Blake, Helen Colling- 
wood, Gaylord, Criterion and a number of 
others. Wabash is now said to be surpassed by 
Gaylord and Criterion. I think in breeding 
these, one should perhaps place Neglectas such 
as Lothario, Three Cheers. Amigo and some of 
the above all in the class with the amoenas. 
Other things might be used such as Three 
Sisters, Shannopin, Rhumba Rose as well as 
the light yellow amoenas Pinnacle, Lampit 
Hour and Fairday. Further possibilities in this 
pees are the shell or famingo pinks. (See Pink 
cass). 
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
